Former Mayor of New Brockton 
dies after long illness

The town of New Brockton lost 
one of its most avid supporters on 
Tuesday, April 1, 1997. 

Former Mayor L, A. Adkison, 70, 
died at his home after an extended 
illness. 

Adkison served as the Mayor of 
New Brockton from 1980 to 1988. 
He ran for a third term but was de- 
feated. 

However, after his defeat, Adki- 
son continued to be interested in the 
town. He remained active and sup- 
portive of those who strived to make 
th town a better place in which to 
ive, 

Adkison was remembered by resi- 
dents of the town as being a good 
leader and a man of his word. A lot 
of improvements were made in the 
Town of New Brockton during his 
tenure as mayor. He made a differ- 
ence. 


Adkison’s pastor, Rev. Robert 
Barr of New Brockton’s First Baptist 
Church commented, “Even though 
he will be greatly missed, there is 
comfort in knowing he was fulfilled 
by his life.” 

Funeral services for Adkison 
were held on Thursday, April 3, at 
First Baptist Church of New Brock- 
ton followed by burial in the City 
Cemetery. 

Adkison is survived by his wife 
Dorothy Adkison; a daughter and 
son-in-law Debbie and Clark Crates, 
of Enterprise; two sons and daugh- 
ters-in-law, Larry and Faye Adkison 
of New Brockton, and Michael and 
Misty Adkison, of Enterprise; four 
grandchildren; and three great grand- 
children. 

He was preceded in death by his 
son, Johnny Ray Adkison.

“As it stands right now, it (US. 
Hwy. 84W) will still come close by 
New Brockton even with a change 
according to the study being done,” 
said Mayor Lee. 

Mayor Lee reported to the council 
that attempts to find someone to 
work in the street department or as a 
police dispatcher through the Senior 
Aide program had not been success- 
ful 


He noted that only two individu- 
als had expressed an interest but nei- 
ther showed up for an interview. 

The county paid the town’s fee of 
$725 to participate in the program; 
therefore, the town will have to re- 
imburse the county whether or not 
the services of an aide are obtained. 

After several minutes of discus- 
sion, the council voted to get some- 
one to do clerical work under the 
program since the funds have al- 
ready been allocated. 

Council members received a good 
financial report from the city clerk 
on the town’s finances for the first 
half of the fiscal year. 

Mayor Lee commented that the 
town, thus far, had received more 
than $181,000.00 in revenue through 
March 31, 1997. A review of 1 
budget showed that 62% of the funds 
allocated in the FY 97 budget had 
been spent. 

After reviewing the monthly bud- 
get report, the council approved pay- 
ment of monthly bills totalling, $34, 
561.64. Was 

Police Chief Charles Driggers re- 
ported that his department, for the 
month of March, had issued 19 cita- 
tions, made 7 arrests, answered 12 
complaints, and investigated 4 acci- 
dents with no personal injuries. 

He stated that the fire department 
had responded to one fire and the 
rescue squad had made fifteen runs. 

James Brown, who serves as 
chief of the fire department and cap- 
tain of the rescue squad, appeared 
before the council requesting their 
approval for the two departments to 
build a new facility. 

The previous council had agreed 
to allow the rescue squad and fire 


y department to construct a new facili- 


ty to house their equipment on a par- 
cel of land owned by the city. The 
land is located on the old railroad 
bed with access to Vester Cole 
Street. 

Brown told council members that 
the building would be constructed at 
no cost to the city. The two depart- 
ments will raise the necessary funds. 

During a question and answer ses- 
sion, Brown told the council that the 
new facility should meet the needs 
of the two organizations for the next 
20 or more years. 

The council voted to concur with 
the previous council’s action and 
give their stamp of approval on the 
project. When plans are finalized on 
the new structure, the council will be 
given an opportunity to review them. 

Jimmy Peacock, a local resident 
and business owner in New Brock- 
ton, appeared before the council to 
go on record on a zoning matter. 


State highway department 
begins roadwork in county 


The Alabama Dept. of Transpor 
tation said this week that S.A. Gra- 
ham Construction Company, Inc., 
began work on March 28, on the in- 
tersection improvements of Ala, 
Highways No. 167 and 51, and at the 
intersection of Ala Highway No.

This work will consist of realign- 
ing Highway 51 and constructing 
new turn lanes on No. 167. The pro-

24 hours a day ambulance service 
staffed with paramedics who are 
ACLS (Advanced Cardiac Life Sup- 
port) certified, 

In addition, each of the paramed- 
ics are certified to transport patients 
who have received thrombolytic 
therapy in an emergency room. 

The owner of service is Ms. 
Stephanie Hartin, and the local Chief 
Executive Officer/Director of opera- 
tions is Mr. Will Jordan. 

The primary goal of the Coffee 
County EMS is to Jrorics hospital 
transfers from Elba General Hospital 
to other medical facilities. Also, the 
service will respond to private medi- 
cal calls and any requests from the 
City of Elba,

pre-hospital care and inter-hospital 
transfers for the citizens of Elba,” 
said Jordan.

Food means more to a child than 
just a way to satisfy hunger. The 
food your child eats provides all the 
building materials needed for 
growth, health and energy. 

A child needs protein and miner- 
als for growing, building and repair- 
ing body tissues, muscles and bones. 
Vitamins, working with minerals 
and protein, help keep the body in 
good working order, 

Fats and carbohydrates provide 
fuel for activity. No single food can 
provide all the nutrients a child 
needs; your geving child needs to 
eat a wide variety of foods to get all 
these nutrients. 

How much food your child needs 
daily depends on age, growth, size 
and activity level. Serve child-sized 
portions (one or two tab ) 
with the understanding the child can 
have seconds. A heaped plate can 
discourage a child with a small ap- 
petite. 

You may want to serve your 
young children's meal on a salad 
plate rather than a dinner plate. 
Their smaller portions won't look 


growing chikt may need a between- 
meal snack. Plan smacks such as 
fruit or juice w increase your child’s 


daily supply of vitamins. Avoid 
sweet or filling snacks that can in- 
terfere with a child's appetite at 
mealtime. 

Be sure your child gets plenty of 
water every day. Some children may 
prefer juices or other beverages, but 
avoid carbonated beverages and si- 
miliar products. They may contain 
excess amounts of caffeine and sug- 
ars.

Tindell noted that the repair spec- 
ifications are being reviewed and 
will be re-writteh prior to sending 
out bid requests.

City BOE hears report

The Elba City School Board met 
last Thursday evening and in addi- 
tion to routine business, heard a re- 
port on a class action suit, accepted a 
resignation and hired a replacement. 
The also heard Superintendent 
Charles Pearce report that he felt the 
Students had gotten off to a great 
start with the SAT tests. 

Pearce told board members of a 
class action suit filed by two recently 
retired North Alabama school teach- 
ers. The suit claims the schools re- 
duced their retirement (and others 


like them) by paying less than 100% 
of the “salary matrix”, the issue 
which has been dominating teacher 
meetings, many board meetings and 
taking up much time in the leg- 
islature this year. 

Pearce said that if this class ac- 
tion is won by the retired teachers, 
“it will open a can of worms.” He 
gave several examples of other 
“what ifs” that could continue to 
clog the system. 

The superintendent told board 
members that Elba only has one re- 
tired teacher which could be eligible 
for any additional payments if the 


Jury awards Coffee County 
$15,000 in Ammons lawsuit

Last week, the civil jury in the 
case of Coffee County Vs Wendell 
“Buddy” Ammons returned a verdict 
favorable to the county. 

The five-man seven-woman jury 
awarded the county $15,000.00 in 
comprehensive damages. 

The lawsuit was filed against Am- 
mons in 1992 after his ex-wife, Mar- 
ilyn Ammons, plead guilty to steal- 
ing $334,527.83 from Coffee 
County. She was a bookkeeper for 
the county for 13 years. 

Late in 1991, Ms. Ammons was 
sentenced to 15 years in prison. She 
served fifteen months of the sen- 
tence and has since been released. 
She is making restitution to the 
county through monthly payments of 
$110.00. 

During the course of the trial, the 
county's attorney, Kenneth Fuller, 
contended that certain items were 
purchased with the stolen funds and 
later sold by Mr. Ammons. The 
plaintiff's attorney focused on two 
items: a bass boat and travel trailer. 


Ms. Ammons, during testimony, 
stated that Mr. Ammons did not as- 
sist her in any way in stealing the 
county funds. She also testified that 
the funds used to purchase the boat 
and travel trailer were secured 
through a bank loan. 

At the time of the incident involv- 
ing Ms. Ammons, Buddy Ammons 
was a deputy sheriff with the Coffee 
County Sheriff's Department. After 
Ms. Ammons’ indictment by a Cof- 
fee County grand jury in 1991, Bud- 
dy was dismissed from the sheriff's 
department. 

When the county filed suit against 
Mr. Ammons, he filed a countersuit 
against the county. 

At the conclusion of last week’s 
trial, Circuit Judge William A, Barr 
also ruled in favor of the county by 
dismissing the countersuit. 

Ammons has the right to appeal 
the decisions made in last week's 
court action, At this time, he has not 
decided whether or not to do so, 

Ammons is presently employed 
with the Enterprise Police Depart- 
ment as an investigator,

Elba police and drug task 
force make drug busts

Late last week, officers with the 
Elba Police Department and mem- 
bers of the 12th Judicial Drug Task 
Force joined together in making two 
drug busts, 

Last Thursday aflernoon, two 
Elba residents were arrested on drug 
charges. They were: Jerry Mack 
Bradshaw, 45, of Route 4, Elba and 
a juvenile, 

Bradshaw was charged with un- 
lawful possession of marijuana in 
the second degree and the juvenile 
was charged with unlawful posses- 
sion of drug paraphernalia, 

The arrests resulted in the seizure 
of a quantity of marijuana and ten 

marijuana plants valued at approxi- 
mately $20,000.00. Also several fire- 
arms were confiscated, 

Investigator Johnny Senn, an offi- 
cer with the Elba Police Department 


and a member of the drug task force, 
stated that the operation was a team 
effort. 

Several Elba police officers and 
investigators worked together in 
gathering information on the drugs 
and developing that information into 
a successful conclusion, 

In an unrelated incident, Elba po- 
lice officers and drug task force 
members arrested another Elba resi- 
dent and charged the individual with 
unlawful possession of marijuana in 
the first degree. 

In connection with the arrest, a 
large quantity of marijuana valued at 
approximately $800.00 was seized. 
At this time, the name of the individ- 
ual arrested has not been released 
due to the on-going investigation, 

Both incidents are being investi- 
gated by the Elba Police Department 
and the 12th Judicial Circuit Drug 
Task Force.

Brain tissue was subsequently 
sent for rabies ¢xamination to the Al- 
abama Department of Public 
Health's Bureau of Clinical Labora- 
tories - Dothan Division Laboratory, 
which confirmed the presence of the 
rabies virus,
